Wierenga went on her first 
short-term mission to Hondu¬ 
ras in 2004. That’s where her 
passion for ministry and chil¬ 
dren began. She returned to 
Honduras several times after 
that, including a six-month 
trip in 2006, and a four-month 
trip in 2012. She also attended 
HUlsong International Lead¬ 
ership College in 2007 for chil¬ 
dren's ministry. 

She established the minis¬ 
try called 3 | Eleven in 2012, 
and through the ministry her 
aim is to bring light, love and 
hope to the kids on the island. 
She leads weekly programs for 
kids in both English and Span¬ 
ish, leading youths nights, and 
supporting the local church 
whenever needed. 

Wierenga's decision to 
move from Fenwick to Utila 
wasn’t a hard one for her. 

“After spending so much 
time volunteering over there 
I became connected to the 
island," she said. “My move 
there is indefinite.” 

She became involved in mis¬ 
sionary work through Bethany 
Christian Reformed Church in 
Fenwick, volunteering for the 
school and church in Utila. 

“You see and are able to 
assist with the kids there. It’s 
really rewarding. A lot of the 
kids are just looking for love, 
and that's something that is so 
easy to give. Their education 


isn’t the best over there so it’s 
great to help those kids to ful¬ 
fil their potential,’’ she said. 

Wierenga will be meeting 
the group from Pelham when 
they get there, who are all 
members of Bethany Chris¬ 
tian Reformed Church. 

She said she is looking for¬ 
ward to seeing them arrive to 
use the skills they were given. 

The difference between a 
small island and the town of 
Pelham are vast. She said she 
had to get used to the lack of 
resources there and the peo¬ 
ple’s different outlook on life. 

“People are more kind in 


Canada. They make about $2 
an hour in Utila, so there is a 
lot of hopelessness ... It’s a 
completely different lifestyle,” 
she said. 

The tropical island of Utila 
is located in the Caribbean 
Sea and is about 30 kilometres 
from the Honduras mainland 
port of Le Ceiba. The island is 
11 kilometres long and four 
kilometres at its widest.

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0 CRIME: Pelham Target station hit by armed bandits 

Gas bar robbed, truck 
torched, second vehicle stolen

PELHAM — Two robbers 
who struck at a Pelham gas 
bar Saturday morning then 
torched their getaway vehicle 
before stealing another one 
are sought by authorities. 

Niagara Regional Police 
said on Saturday at about 
5:40 a.m. two disguised males 
entered the Target gas station 
atl51Hwy. 20W. 

One robber brandished 
a handgun while ordering 


the lone clerk to give him all 
of the store’s cash. The clerk 
was then made to get on the 
ground as the two suspects 
stole a quantity of cigarettes. 

Both males sped from 
store in a green 2005 GMC 
Sierra pickup truck that had 
been stolen from a Hamilton 
address. The truck was discov¬ 
ered minutes later engulfed in 
flames in a nearby residential 
neighbourhood. 

The suspects described as 


being in their 20s or 30s are 
believed to have fled in a sec¬ 
ond truck stolen from a nearby 
residential area. It is a grey 2001 
Chevrolet Silverado pickup 
truck with Ontario licence 
plate 8180KH. There is a small 
rust spot on the rear cab and 
the windshield displays a Pel¬ 
ham firefighter sticker. 

The first suspect as white, 
possibly native, 5-foot-6 to 
5-foot-8 with a thin physical 
build. 


The second suspect is 
5-foot-8 to 5-foot-10 with a 
thin physical build and green 

Police suspect the males 
reside in either the Hamilton 
or Haldimand area. 

There were no injuries in 
this matter.

‘It’s big for transparency,’ says Niagara police chief

Niagara Regional Police 
officeis will soon all be wearing 
name badges. 

It’s been a controversial issue 
for a number of years with var¬ 
ious police services and bor¬ 
der guards not only across the 
country, but around the globe. 

NRP Chief Jeff McGuire was 
the first to wear one when he 
took over the service in June 
2012, and he was a bit surprised 
to learn officers in Niagara were 
not required to wear them. That 
was part of an agreement in 
their earlier contract 
Having come from the 
Toronto Police Service, where 
he served for 35 years and was 


deputy chief, his officers wore 

"I’m a big advocate for them. 
I think it’s big for transparency 
and I don’t see any reason why 
police officers should not be 
identifiable to the people they 
are dealing with while in uni¬ 
form," said McGuire. 

Some police officers feel the 
wearing of name tags, which 
displays an officer’s first initial 
and last name, increase the risk 
of them being harmed. 

In 2011, the Toronto Police 
Association, which represented 
more than 5,000 officers and 
2,000 civilians, attempted to 
end the mandatory wearing of 
name tags by uniformed offic¬ 
ers by arguing their case before 
the Ontario Labour Relations 


The board ruled policing is 
an inherently risky profession, 
but the evidence did not estab¬ 
lish that the wearing of name 
tags resulted in any “material 
increase” in risks to officers. 

McGuire said that when it 
was time to renegotiate the new 
contract, he let the police board 
know he wanted to raise the 
issue of having his officers wear 
name tags. That contract went 
to arbitration and on this issue 
the decision went in favour of 
the board 

“Our officeis in Niagara were 
wearing their badge numbers 
on their shoulders. Research 
was done on both sides and I 
accept the fact that there is no 
increase in risk," McGuire said. 


“I would not expect my offic¬ 
ers to do it if I felt there was an 
increased risk.” 

The chief noted police are 
held to high standards in the 
type ofwork they do, an incred¬ 
ible amount of power is given 
to police officers, and they have 
a responsibility to the people 
they deal with in the commu- 

McGuire and other senior 
officers were the first to wear 
name tags and now they are in 
the process of rolling it out to all 
their uniform staff. Not all offic¬ 
ers have them at this time, but 
all will be getting them. 

Cliff Priest, president of the 
Niagara Region Police Associ¬ 
ation, could not be reached for 
comment 


Senior struck by truck dies 


A Pelham senior has died 
from injuries suffered when 
he was struck by a vehicle at 
about 5:20 p.m. Dec. 19. 

Pelham firefighters and 
Niagara EMS were called 
to Hwy. 20 and Pelham St. 
on reports that a man was 
struck by a truck. 

An initial investigation 
by Niagara Regional Police 
revealed a 60-year-old 
woman from Welland was 
driving a 2013 Ford Explorer 
west on Hwy. 20 when an 
89-year-old man from Pel¬ 
ham attempted to cross the 


road, stepping in the path of 
the Ford. 

He was taken to Hamilton 
Health Sciences-General 
Hospital were he died two 
days later. 

Police said his name is 
not being released at the 
request of his family. The 
driver of the Ford was not 
injured. 

The NRP say the acci¬ 
dent is under investigation 
by detectives and request 
anyone with information to 
contact investigators at 905- 
688-4111.

Crash claims brothers

Two brothers, one from Thorold and the 
other from St Catharines who were killed in 
a double snowmobile crash on Boxing Day, 
are being remembered as two “great guys” 
by friends who visited the scene on Friday. 

They're hoping the third victim, the girl¬ 
friend of one of the brothers, pulls through. 

The accident which took place just before 
6 p.m on Thursday, was called in by a pas¬ 
serby on the Welland Canal’s Parkway Trail, 
south ofDock St, after hearing cries for help 
that were coming from the west side of the 

The two snowmobiles sttuck a tree which 
had Men across the path. 

Police are not releasing the victims’ 
names at the family’s request The brothers 
were 25 and 28 years of age. 

“This is sad, but what are you going to do? 
This is a very emotional time for everyone,” 
said a friend, who stopped by the accident 
scene Friday morning, but did not want to 
be identified. 


"This is shocking,” he added. “I feel bad 
for them and I hope the girlfriend makes 
it She’s in serious and stable condition, but 
that can change quickly so we are just hop¬ 
ing that she makes it” 

Several customers and an employee at 
On the Front Cafe & Eatery in downtown 
Thorold confirmed the female passenger 
on the snowmobile who was injured Thurs¬ 
day night works there. 

Police say all riders were wearing legal 
helmets and that dangerous/careless oper¬ 
ation of the snowmobiles “does not appear 
to be a factor in this collision.” 

NBP spokesman Derek Watson said the 
tree might have fallen during the recent ice

Watson noted on the NRP's Facebook 
page that social media is a great tool to 
share information, however, there is no fil¬ 
ter to ensure the information is correct 

The posting has been telling people that 
“if you should ever be forced by a robber to 
withdraw money from an ATM machine, 
you can notify police by entering your PIN # 
in reverse. For example, if your PIN number 
is 1234, then you would put in 4321. The 
ATM system recognized that your PIN 
number is backwards from the ATM card 


you placed in the machine. The machine 
will still give you the money you requested, 
but unknown to the robber, the police will 
be immediately dispatched to the location. 
All ATM’s carry this emergency sequence 

Don't believe any of that, said Watson. 

“If you put in your PIN number back¬ 
wards, you will just get prompted to try 
again because it’s the wrong PIN number. 
It’s just one of those things that has been 
getting a lot of attention, but the informa¬ 
tion is not correct,” he said.

YAZ / YASMIN: A LOOK AT 
THE RISKS VS. BENEFITS 

There has been some recent concern from patients taking the oral contraceptive 
pills Yaz and Yasmin regarding the pills’ safety. The concern stems from the release 
of media reports stating that these two brands of birth control pills (containing the 
ingredient, drospirenone) have been linked to the deaths of 23 Canadian women. The 
worry is that drospirenone - a type of progestin - carries a higher risk of developing 
a blood clot compared to other brands of birth control pills that do not contain this 
particular progestin. The purpose of this article is to discuss the reality of these risks 
and to alleviate any concerns patients may have. 

Although many of the reported deaths resulted from blood clots, one cannot assume 
that the oral contraceptive is to blame. It is known that blood clots are a risk with birth 
control pills, but there are also many other reasons why someone could develop a clot. 
There has been no strong evidence to indicate that the contraceptive pills were the 
reason for these deaths. Health Canada has stated that the benefits of Yaz and Yasmin 
still outweigh the risks when used according to the labelling instructions. 

There are warnings on the drug label about the risk of blood clots with these 
medications which may be 1.5 to 3-fold higher than with other contraceptive pills. To 
indicate this small difference, the FDA found that 6 women in 10 000 develop a blood 
clot while using other birth control pills in one year, and about 10 women in 10 000 
using Yaz or Yasmin will develop a blood clot in one year. Yes, this is slightly higher, 
but to put it into perspective, up to 29 women in 10 000 will develop a blood clot during 
pregnancy. In other words the risk of blood clots is much higher if a women becomes 
pregnant than if they were using any form of birth control. Yaz and Yasmin are still 
considered to be safe and effective, so if you are using either of these medications, 
and are not experiencing any adverse effects, it is reasonable to continue their use. 

Many factors come into play when deciding which birth control pill to take or even 
whether to take one at all. Some things to consider are a woman's history of blood 
clots, heart attack or stroke; age; smoking status; and with Yaz and Yasmin, liver or 
kidney disease. It is important for women to discuss these details with their doctor in 
order to make the best decision.
